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New  Central  American  Border  Touches  ’’Kashmir”  of  Honduras 

A  CENTRAL  AMERICAN  border  dispute  of  more  than  a  century’s  standing 
has  been  peaceably  settled  by  a  special  tribunal  headed  by  Chief  Justice 
Charles  Evans  Hughes  of  the  United  States.  Honduras  and  Guatemala  have 
accepted  the  decision  of  the  tribunal  on  a  line  between  them  which  bisects  an  area 
contested  since  1821,  when  the  two  countries  won  their  independence  from  Spain. 

The  new  boundary  begins  at  El  Salvador’s  border  and  runs  northeast  to 
the  Caribbean  Sea.  Honduras’  claim  to  the  port  of  Omoa  and  the  rich  Cuyamel 
banana-growing  district  was  sustained  by  the  tribunal.  Guatemala,  in  turn,  re¬ 
ceived  the  area  bordering  the  Montagua  River.  An  aerial  survey  made  by  U.  S. 
Army  fliers  last  year  proved  of  assistance  to  the  arbiters. 

Forests,  Copper,  Silver  and  Coal 

The  wildest  and  least-known  portion  of  the  Honduras-Guatemala  border  is 
that  in  the  lower,  or  southern,  end,  where  the  new  line  meets  the  boundary  of 
El  Salvador,  smallest  of  Central  American  republics.  This  region,  adjacent  to  the 
Honduran  province  of  Ocotepeque,  is  one  of  the  most  mountainous  districts  in  the 
world.  Tall  peaks  of  the  Continental  Divide  isolate  it  from  its  neighbors  and  the 
other  provinces  of  Honduras. 

In  some  respects  Ocotepeque  might  be  compared  to  Kashmir.  Like  the  famous 
Indian  State,  Ocotepeque  is  almost  completely  ringed  with  lofty  mountains,  with 
its  habitable  areas  in  the  wide,  well-drained  and  watered  plains  between  them. 
Ocotepeque,  however,  has  two  principal  valleys  to  Kashmir’s  one:  Sensenti,  a 
fertile  expanse  irrigated  by  the  River  Venta,  and  ringed  with  rocky  summits ;  and 
Ocotepeque,  farther  west,  similar  but  more  rugged  in  appearance. 

In  the  forests  of  this  part  of  Honduras  and  in  neighboring  Guatemala  are 
vast,  almost  untouched  resources  of  valuable  construction  timber  and  dyewoods, 
while  under  the  mountain  soil  are  equally  unexploited  deposits  of  copper,  silver, 
and  coal. 

Remote  Capital  Surprisingly  Modern 

Despite  its  remote  situation  the  city  of  Ocotepeque,  capital  of  the  province, 
is  surprisingly  modein  in  many  of  its  aspects.  The  picturesque  stone  and  ’dobe 
houses  are  neatly  laid  out  along  streets  that  are  straight  and  paved  with  native 
stone.  There  are  several  public  buildings  of  imposing  appearance,  including  the 
municipal  building,  and  the  church.  Ocotepeque  also  has  a  public  park,  good 
primary  schools,  and  an  aqueduct  which  assures  a  constant  supply  of  good  water 
for  its  6,187  inhabitants. 

The  city  is  well  situated  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Lempa  River.  A  small  stream 
flowing  into  the  Lempa  at  this  point  divides  the  town  into  two  parts.  With  an 
altitude  of  2,300  feet  above  sea  level,  Ocotepeque  is  blessed  with  a  fresh  and  agree¬ 
able  climate  and  is  considered  one  of  the  most  healthful  spots  in  the  Republic. 

Ocotepeque  is  connected  by  road  with  both  El  Salvador  and  Guatemala,  and 
also  with  other  regions  of  Honduras.  A  railroad  is  projected  to  Guatemala. 
Cereals,  mostly  wheat,  are  grown  in  the  surrounding  valley,  as  well  as  coffee,  sugar, 
and  semitropical  fruits.  Two  mills  grind  the  wheat  into  flour,  most  of  which  is 
exported  to  El  Salvador.  The  natives  of  the  city  also  manufacture  many  straw 
hats,  or  sombreros,  of  a  style  peculiar  to  the  district. 
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Eastern  Galicia,  Poland’s  Storehouse  of  Salt,  Oil,  and  Coal 

WE  HEAR  so  much  to-day  of  the  replacement  of  man  and  animal  power  by 
machines  that  a  recent  news  item  from  Poland  comes  as  somewhat  of  a  sur¬ 
prise.  In  Eastern  Galicia,  horse  carts,  says  the  report,  are  competing  successfully 
with  both  automobiles  and  railroads. 

The  State-owned  Polish  railways  have  slashed  freight  charges  on  farm  prod¬ 
ucts  and  building  materials  in  an  attempt  to  recapture  their  slipping  short-haul 
trade. 

Landscape  like  Western  Ohio 

Where  and  what  is  Eastern  Galicia?  First  of  all,  it  was  the  biggest  bite  in 
Austria’s  500  miles  on  the  rim  of  the  Poland  pie,  neatly  divided  and  entirely  con¬ 
sumed  by  imperial  Russia,  Germany,  and  Austria  in  1795.  To-day,  Eastern  Galicia 
is  a  rough  rectangle  of  about  20,000  square  miles,  an  area  about  equal  to  that  of 
Vermont  and  New  Hampshire.  A  better  fit  could  be  made,  area  by  area,  landscape 
for  landscape,  by  planting  it  in  the  western  half  of  Ohio. 

Lwow  is  the  capital  of  Eastern  Galicia.  It  lies  200  miles  southeast  of  Warsaw, 
and,  like  Warsaw,  it  is  strongly  Polish  in  its  population.  The  portion  of  Lwow  that 
is  not  Polish  is  mostly  Jewish.  The  Ukrainians  or,  more  properly,  the  Ruthenians, 
comprise  a  majority  of  Galicia’s  population  but  do  not  control  the  cities.  They 
are  farmers. 

Most  newspaper  accounts  and  many  books  by  travelers  into  Galicia  use  the 
names  Ukrainian  and  Ruthenian  interchangeably.  This  is  correct  and  yet  incorrect. 
A  Ruthenian  is  a  Ukrainian.  Ukraine  is  that  vast  steppe  of  southern  Russia 
stretching  in  endless  rolling  and  treeless  prairie  from  the  Caspian  and  the  Black 
Sea  west  to  Poland.  On  these  grasslands  live  the  Ukrainians,  quite  different  from 
the  melancholy  and  more  stolid  north  or  White  Russians.  They  number  about 
40,(XX),000.  (jalicia  is  the  western  outpost  of  the  Ukraine. 

Once  Chiefly  a  Battleground 

Nothing  is  more  eloquent  of  the  history  of  Galicia  than  the  fact  that  its  oldest 
shrines  and  buildings  are  underground.  Everything  above  ground  is  relatively 
new  because  invader  has  stepped  on  the  heels  of  invader.  What  they  did  not  burn 
they  shattered  with  cannon.  Some  say  that  Nature  set  aside  Galicia  for  crops,  but 
history  shows  that  its  chief  utility  has  been  as  a  battlefield. 

In  the  galleries  of  the  salt  mines  at  Wieliczka,  safe  from  shot  and  shell,  are 
many  old  shrines  of  Eastern  Galicia.  These  mines  have  been  operated  since  the 
eleventh  or  twelfth  centuries.  There  are  now  seven  levels  of  galleries.  The 
mines  are  a  veritable  city  which  need  be  deserted  only  for  sleeping  quarters.  There 
is  a  magnificent  crystal  salt  ballroom,  300  feet  long  and  200  feet  high,  where  the 
village  celebrates  festivals.  It  is  lighted  by  chandeliers  of  huge,  glittering  salt 
crystals.  St.  Stanislaus  and  St.  Clement  stand  like  Lot’s  wife — solid  salt. 

The  subterranean  cathedral  of  St.  Anthony  dates  back  to  the  seventeenth 
century.  There  are  lakes  in  which  ferries  ply  back  and  forth  and  a  complete 
restaurant.  A  pony-drawn  railway  system  serves  the  mines  themselves.  All  this 
in  the  safest  place  in  Galicia — below  ground. 

A  curious  black  substance,  which  the  Ukrainian  peasants  used  for  years  to 
lubricate  the  groaning  axles  of  their  farm  carts,  the  world  has  now  raised  to  high 
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Only  since  1906  has  Ocotepeque  been  a  separate  province,  but  the  city  from 
which  it  derived  its  name  has  been  a  community  known  to  Europeans  since  1536, 
more  than  70  years  before  the  English  set  foot  on  Jamestown  Island  in  Virginia.

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OFF  THE  BEATEN  TRACK  IN  HONDURAS 

There  are  no  hotels  back  in  the  mountains  of  this  Central  American  republic,  so  the  traveler 
must  spend  the  night  in  a  native  house.  He  is  welcome  to  the  best  the  family  affords,  but 
usually  prefers  to  sling  his  own  hammock  rather  than  occupy  the  bed  of  stretched  bullhide  or 
canvas.  All  supplies  and  equipment  must  be  carried  on  ponies.  Honduras  has  two  good  high¬ 
ways,  linking  its  railroadless  capital,  Tegucigalpa,  with  both  the  Atlantic  and  the  Pacific. 
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Motor  Highway  to  Mexico  City  Nearing  Completion 

Mexico  is  pushing  forward  its  greatest  highway  project — an  improved  road  linking  the 
United  States  border  at  ^redo,  Texas,  with  its  capital,  Mexico  City.  The  F^eral 
Highway  Commission  of  Mexico  states  that  this  770-mile  section,  opening  up  north¬ 
eastern  Mexico  to  tourist  travel  and  trade,  will  probably  be  in  passable  condition  for  motor 
traffic  in  June,  1933. 

The  new  Mexican  route  is  a  part  of  the  proposed  10,000-mile  Pan-American  Highway 
linking  Washington,  D.  C.,  with  Buenos  Aires,  Argentina,  and  other  Latin  American  capitals. 

New  "Farthest  Slouth”  for  Motorists 

Motorists  seeking  new  roads  to  conquer  will  find  that  this  “farthest  south”  for  a  continuous 
highway  journey  from  the  United  States  is  a  roadway  of  spectacular  variety.  The  route 
traverses  deserts,  mile-high  mountains,  ranch  country,  lush  tropical  jungles,  and  in  places,  runs 
along  deep  canons  where  the  highway  is  a  mere  scratch  in  the  steep  mountainside. 

From  San  Antonio,  Texas,  a  paved  road  southward  to  the  twin  border  cities  of  Laredo  and 
Nuevo  Laredo  ties  in  the  new  Mexican  highway  with  the  improved  road  system  of  the  United 
States.  Nuevo  Laredo,  in  the  Mexican  State  of  Tamaulipas,  and  the  first  city  to  be  reached 
after  crossing  the  Rio  Grande,  has  developed  amazingly  in  the  last  two  years,  since  pavement 
was  complete  to  Monterrey.  This  151-mile  section  compares  favorably  with  the  best  Ameri¬ 
can  highways.  One  stretch  runs  45  miles  across  the  desert  without  a  curve. 

Monterrey,  the  capital  of  the  State  of  Nuevo  Leon,  is  surrounded  by  mile-high  peaks,  the 
most  conspicuous  being  its  famous  Saddle  Mountain  (Monte  de  la  Silla).  Found^  late  in  the 
sixteenth  century,  Monterrey  is  older  than  any  city  in  the  United  States  with  the  exception 
of  St.  Augustine,  but  it  belies  its  age  with  busy  steel  mills,  smelters,  flour  mills,  breweries, 
glass  works,  and  numerous  other  factories.  As  the  most  important  manufacturing  city  in  the 
Republic,  it  is  sometimes  known  as  “the  Pittsburgh  of  Mexico.”  Monterrey,  with  85,000  popu¬ 
lation,  is  Mexico’s  fourth  largest  city. 

Battlefield  Now  a  Golf  Course 

Monterrey  has  a  fairly  large  American  “colony,”  a  casino,  modern  hotels,  as  well  as  old 
Spanish  mansions  with  carved  doorways  and  patios  bright  with  flowers  and  birds.  One  of  the 
most  stubbornly  fought  battles  of  the  Mexican-American  war  took  place  on  the  outskirts  of 
Monterrey  for  the  possession  of  the  fortified  El  Obispado  Viejo  (Bishop’s  Old  Palace),  now 
a  picturesque  ruin.  Part  of  the  battlefield  is  a  golf  course. 

An  improved  gravel  road  leads  from  Monterrey  over  the  mountains  to  the  west  to  Saltillo, 
capital  of  Coahuila,  a  region  of  ranches  where  long-horned  cattle  graze.  This  eventually  will 
be  part  of  a  through  route  to  Mexico  City  via  San  Luis  Potosi. 

The  main  highway  to-day,  however,  strikes  south  to  Ciudad  Victoria.  This  180-mile 
section  is  about  a  quarter  paved  and  the  rest  is  all-weather  gravel.  Here  the  road  winds 
through  one  of  the  chief  fruit-raising  sections  of  Mexico.  Com,  sugar  cane,  pecan  nuts,  and 
cattle  are  also  raised  on  these  rolling  hills,  midway  between  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  and  the  plateau 
upon  which  most  of  Mexico  sits  a  mile  above  sea  level. 

Ciudad  Victoria,  capital  of  Tamaulipas,  has  a  population  of  10,000,  and  is  an  important 
shipping  center  for  the  minerals  and  agricultural  products  of  the  Piedmont  region.  All- 
weather  gravel  surface  at  present  continues  southward  on  the  main  highway  for  another  46 
miles,  or  a  total  distance  of  about  370  miles  below  the  United  States  border. 

Paradise  for  Hunters 

From  here  to  the  little  town  of  Valles,  in  the  State  of  San  Luis  Potosi,  the  road  surface 
alternates  between  gravel  and  graded  earth.  This  region  is  a  paradise  for  hunters — wild  boar, 
deer,  raccoon,  quail  and  turkey  being  plentiful.  Coffee,  cotton,  rice  and  vanilla  beans  are  the 
principal  crops. 

In  the  rugged  mountain  section  between  Valles  and  the  village  of  Jacala,  in  the  State  of 
Hidalgo,  construction  work  has  been  moving  forward  since  April,  1931.  Here  the  road  climbs 
from  dense  tropical  jungles  and  swamps,  where  parrots  fly  overhead  and  gorgeous  flowers  and 
banana  groves  border  the  highway,  to  the  tableland.  Experienced  motorists  have  already  nego¬ 
tiated  this  sector,  and,  while  it  may  not  be  entirely  completed  by  June,  the  government  expects 
to  have  it  in  passable  condition  for  expert  drivers.  Overnight  accommodations  are  still  rather 
primitive  in  this  district,  but  tourist  camps  are  projected. 
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estate.  Oil  seepage  pointed  the  way  to  petroleum  discoveries  in  Galicia.  Although 
the  field  has  not  produced  any  remarkable  gushers,  several  foreign  companies  now 
employ  Polish  workmen  to  produce  the  four  and  a  half  million  barrels  plus  per 
year. 

Eastern  Galicia  is  also  a  large  producer  of  natural  gas  and  coal.  The  entire 
region  has  many  untouched  natural  resources.

GAY  COSTUMES  BRIGHTEN  UPPER  SILESIA 

Four  young  people  of  Sokolowka  prove  that  the  machine  age  hat  not  displaced  their  colorful 
native  clothes.  This  southeastern  corner  of  Poland  is  a  land  of  stem  reality,  but  nowhere  are 
the  peasant  dresses  brighter  or  the  people  more  kindly  and  hospitable.  Some  Polish  women 
prefer  a  sleeveless  white  sheepskin  coat  trimmed  with  brown  wool. 
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Micronesia,  Japan’s  Lonely  Mandate  in  the  Pacific 

JAPAN  has  been  questioned  recently  by  the  League  of  Nations  in  regard  to 
developments  in  its  mandated  islands  of  Micronesia,  tiny  bits  of  land  in  the 
Pacific  between  Hawaii  and  the  Philippines.  A  League  inquiry  reveals  that  the 
cost  of  port  improvements  jumped  from  94,145  yen  in  1927  to  507,896  yen  last 
year.  Japan  explains  that  the  improvements  were  made  to  help  trade,  especially 
in  sugar. 

Sown  in  the  form  of  an  inverted  T,  the  former  German  islands  of  Micronesia, 
now  under  Japanese  mandate,  stretch  2,462  miles  east  and  west,  just  north  of  the 
Equator.  Small  as  they  are,  they  stake  out  about  1,500,000  square  miles.  There 
are  four  main  groups ;  the  Carolines,  the  Marianas  or  Ladrones,  the  Palaus,  and  the 
Marshall  Islands.  Almost  in  the  middle  of  the  cluster,  an  island  among  islands, 
lies  Guam,  an  unfortified  American  possession,  and  an  important  cable  station. 

Life  among  the  Natives 

Life  among  the  natives  of  Micronesia  is  described  in  a  communication  to  The 
Society  by  Junius  B.  Wood: 

“Ponape  is  about  the  center  of  the  Japanese  mandatory  islands.  Its  life  and 
customs  may  be  taken  as  a  standard  for  all  the  others.  Those  who  have  passed 
their  lives  along  this  border  of  the  Equator  say  it  is  the  cleanest,  healthiest,  and 
happiest.  Conditions  and  habits  vary  in  the  others;  some  are  better  and  some 
are  worse,  according  to  the  individual  tastes. 

“Each  group  of  islands  has  a  language  of  its  own.  The  years  are  not  long 
past  when  each  was  a  petty  kingdom,  and  the  stranger  cast  up  on  its  shores  was 
hailed  as  a  gift  from  the  gods,  whose  head  quickly  adorned  the  door  post  of  the 
first  islander  to  greet  him  ! 

“The  extent  of  American  missionary  activity  can  be  gauged  by  the  length  of 
the  women’s  skirts.  In  Yap,  which  missionary  influence  has  hardly  touched,  fluffy 
fiber  clothes  cling  precariously.  In  the  Marianas  and  middle  Carolines,  skirts  start 
above  the  waist-line.  In  Kusaie,  the  easternmost  of  the  Carolines,  they  reach  to  the 
shoulders  in  one-piece  wrappers.  In  the  Marshalls,  where  the  missionary  work  has 
flourished  without  interruption,  the  long-trained  wrappers,  sweeping  up  the  dust, 
are  further  ornamented  with  high  ruffle  collars  and  wrist-length  sleeves. 

“Formerly,  the  natives  were  walking  pictorial  histories.  After  the  missionaries 
came,  tattooing  was  discouraged,  and  in  recent  years  it  has  been  prohibited.  It 
was  considered  a  sign  of  courage,  without  which  a  young  man  or  young  woman 
was  not  worthy  to  marry. 

When  Beauty  Requires  Courage 

“The  young  people  still  practice  an  old  test  of  courage  by  pricking  cicatrices, 
or  little  raised  welts,  on  their  flesh.  Most  of  the  girls  prefer  the  right  shoulder 
for  the  adornment.  The  boys  adorn  shoulders  and  chests. 

“The  welts,  which  are  formed  by  making  a  fairly  deep  cut  in  the  flesh  and 
keeping  it  open  until  the  new  skin  grows  into  a  ridge,  are  usually  about  an  inch 
long  and  a  quarter  of  an  inch  wide.  Sometimes  they  are  arranged  in  straight  lines, 
one  for  each  admirer,  like  the  bangles  on  a  high-school  girl’s  friendship  bracelet; 
again,  they  may  make  an  asterisk  or  are  scattered. 

“The  older  people  still  show  the  old  adornment,  the  lobes  of  the  ears  stretched 
into  loops  until  they  touch  the  shoulders,  and  bodies  and  limbs  tattooed,  the  most 
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From  Jacala  southward  an  improved  highway  will  carry  the  route  through  Pachuca,  an 
important  silver  mining  town,  into  Mexico  City.  Rapid  progress  has  been  made  here  in  recent 
months,  and  what  some  travelers  once  characterized  as  the  “most  dangerous  road  in  the  world” 
may  soon  be  a  modern  boulevard,  a  monument  to  engineering  skill.  Many  of  the  engineers 
are  youthful  Mexicans.  Near  Pachuca  are  great  basaltic  formations  sometimes  calM  “the 
Giant  Causeway  of  America.” 

Other  Mexican  Roads 

From  Mexico  City  modern  roads  are  branching  out  in  all  directions.  The  longest,  of  all- 
weather  gravel  construction,  extends  over  the  Old  Spanish  Trail  via  picturesque  Taxco  to 
Acapulco,  on  the  Pacific.  Another  carries  the  Pan-American  Highway  southward  to  the  city 
of  Puebla.  Still  another  runs  northwest  to  Huehuetoca,  in  the  direction  of  San  Luis  Potosi.  A 
branch  road  from  Villa  Juarez,  on  the  new  highway  between  Laredo  and  Mexico  City,  taps 
the  Gulf  of  Mexico  at  Tampico. 

Throughout  Mexico  garages  and  service  stations  are  being  erected.  The  American  motor¬ 
ist  may  have  some  difficulty  translating  litres  into  gallons  and  kilometers  into  miles,  for  Mexico 
uses  the  metric  system,  but  almost  everywhere  some  English  is  spoken,  and  it  does  not  take 
long  to  pick  up  enough  Spanish  to  know  that  “alto”  means  “stop” ;  “tnodere  su  velocidad” 
means  “slow  down” ;  and  “no  se  estacione”  means  “no  parking !”

Visitors  and 
dignitaries  had  chairs,  while  the  others  stood  or  squatted  on  the  cool  grass. 

“Movies  were  a  novelty  to  the  natives,  but  comparatively  few  had  the  energy 
to  walk  the  quarter  mile  from  the  settlement  to  the  grounds.  An  American  comic 
of  a  man  wrecking  furniture,  and  pictures  of  Japanese  warships,  including  a  boat 
crew  feverishly  lowering  a  cutter,  were  the  hits  of  the  evening.”

Coconuts  and  fish  are  the  principal  foods,  and,  as 
the  islands  are  only  a  short  distance  north  of  the  Equator,  the  most  primitive  of  shelters  and  a 
minimum  of  clothing  suffice.
